NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES: 


The accounting policies of the Town of Lyman conform to generally 
accepted accounting principles for local government units except 

as indicated hereinafter. The following is a summary of significant 
accounting policies. 


Basis of Accounting 


The accural basis is used for all fiduciary funds. Governmental 

funds utilize .the modified accural basis whereby revenues are recorded 
when measurable and available. Expenditures are recorded when the 
liability is incurred (accural basis) except: 


a. Disbursements for inventory items (material and supplies) 
are considered expenditures at the time of purchase. 


b. Prepaid expenses are not normally recorded. 


c. Interest on long-term debt which is recorded as an 
expenditures when due. 


General Fixed Assets 


Fixed assets acquired or constructed for general government services 

are recorded as expenditures in the fund making the expenditures. 

Funds used to acquire general fixed assets and/or debt service payments 

on borrowings in connection therewith are accounted for as expenditures 

in the year payments are made. Generally accepted accounting principles 
require that general fixed assets be capitalized and accounted for 

in a separate fixed asset group of accounts. 


Taxes “Collected For Others 


The town collects taxes for the Lisbon Regional School District and 
Grafton County which are remitted to them as required by law. These 
funds are accounted for as agency funds. 


Inter-Fund Transactions 


During the Course of normal operations, the Town has Transactions 
between funds including expenditures and transfers of resources to 
provide services. The accompanying governmental and fiduciary funds 
financial statements reflect such transactions as transfers.

PROPERTY TAXES 


Annually, the Town establishes an amount for abatements, discounts 
and refunds of property tax revenues known as overlay. All abatements, 
discounts and refunds are charged to overlay. 


As prescribed by law, the Tax Collector sells at tax sale, all uncollected 
property taxes in the following year after taxes are due, where applicable. 


The purchaser at tax sale has a priority tax lien on these properties 
and accrues interest at 18% annum. Delinquent taxpayers must redeem 
property from tax sale purchasers. 


Property is sold to the party who will accept a lien for the least 
undivided interest in the property for payment of taxes and related 
costs due. If property is not redeemed whithin the two year redemption 
period, the property is tax-deeded to the lien holder. 


PURPOSE OF FUNDS AND ACCOUNT GROUPS: 


The Town reports its activities in numerous individual funds to comply 
with the limitations and restrictions places on both the resources 
made available to the Town and the services provided. Individual 
funds and account groups summarized in the accompanying financial 
statements are classified as follows: 


A. Governmental Funds 


These funds are intended to provide recurring general services. 
They are controlled by a budget approved by the voters. 


General Fund- used to account for all revenues and expenditures 
which are not accounted for in other funds or account. groups.

Culture taken and 
sent to “Water Test” as recommended by the State Health Department. Report from “Water Test” -

1984 - Inspection of Chamberlain School at their request prior to an inspection by the State 
Education Department. Follow up on repairs done to septic system in a previous year. Deemed to 
be satisfactory pending routine inspection by county sanitation officer. 


Inspection of Dodge Pond as follow up on 1983 inspection gave no visual indication of gross 
contamination and no suggestive odor. It was my judgment that no culture was needed at that 
time. I do recommend that a culture test be done in 1985 for proper supervision of swimming 
facilities.

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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Our first forest fire prevention law was enacted by our State Legislature 90 years ago. This early 
law set in place a cooperative forest fire prevention and suppression effort between city and town 
governments and State government. It simply stated that no open fire could be kindled, when the 
ground is free of snow, without the written permission of the town/city Forest Fire Warden. This 
law also stated that anyone kindling a fire without written permission shall be liable for the 
damage caused and subject to a $1000 fine. 


During the past 90 years, this law has worked so well that it has remained unchanged. All open 
fires when the ground is not covered with snow must be authorized by the local Forest Fire 
Warden. Persons kindling a fire without a permit when one is required are liable for damages 
caused, fire suppression costs and subject to a $1000 fine. 


This cooperative fire prevention law has contributed significantly to our nationally recognized 
annual forest fire loss record.
